Mrs. Glenn, in presenting tiie flag to 
Japtain Baumann and hLs company, 
said in part: 
Captain Baumann and men of the 
Hom« Guards:. I read in the Gazette

sut didn't know who was to make -it. 
T found out today, and I've changed 
my mind. 
Had I known in time to 
prepare a speech T might have come 
out like the Irishmni^j.who was In- 
vited to give an address at a high- 
toned banquet. He hnd prepared for 
weeks, and had an elaborate speech 
committed to memory. When the 
time came, he besran: "Jja'dies and 
gentlemen: 
In all our lives there 
comes a, time 
! 
And by eolly I 
guess this Is the time!" And for fear 
my "time" might come 
tonight, I 
have brought my manuscript with me. 
I deem It an honor to speak for the 
Woman's Relief Corps tonight. Of all 
the 
various ; patriotic societies 
the 
Woman's Relief Corps is the 
only 
auxiliary of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, one of the grandest, insti- 
tutions the world has ever known. Its 
list of membership Is 
the nation's 
honor roll. It contains the names of 
brave men, who, in the darkest days 
of the rebellion followed the stripes 
and stars for four long, weary years, 
believing that loyalty is virtue, and 
treason a crime.

This niJlk Is used—more particularly 
In the countries where The coeoanut !» 
grown—to great advantage in soups 
and sauces. The "cream" of the fre«h 
coconnut, which may be extracted by 
grating the coconnut meat and wash- 
ing In water, can be used as a Hnbstl. 
tnte fof butter, or even olive oil; in 
-tropical countries this oil serves many 
household purpose*. 
The refined fat 


has recently been receiving attention 
and promises to become o generally 
used cooking fnt.
